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REMARKS

12-19, 21-24 and 59 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as allegedly being directed to nonstatutory subject 
matter, and rejects claims 12-24 and 59 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as allegedly 
being indefinite.
